Bernays Says Neither Parasites 
Nor Lime in City Water Killed 
Minnows. 


GAME FISH GO BLIND,

Bass, Oroppie, Carp and Catfish 
Suffer With Minnows and Gold- 
fish—Oommissiener Adkins De- 
nies It Is Chemicals. 


City Chemist Walter Bernays worked all 

unday night trying to discover the cause 
of the death of 90,000 minnows and many 
gold fish kept in aquariums fed by city 
water. As soon as he reached his office 
Monday morning. he again took up the 
Work, mut so far has been unable to reach 
@ny satisfactory explanation. 

After searching investigations of the 
water furnished by the city during the 
last week, Dr. Bernays said Sunday night 
that he believed free lime from the clarify- 
ing chemicals used at the settling beds 

as the cause of the trouble. 

Two gold fish, one of which had been af- 
fected by a short stay in the water that 
proved fatal to a score or more of those 
kept at Huger’s pharmacy in the Cabanne 
arcade and a dozen more froma North St. 
Louls dealer, who had no trouble with his 
stock, were placed by Dr. Bernays, some 
in water drawn from the hydrant and oth- 
ers in distilled water made into lime soli- 
ijon to the strength of two grains to the 
gation. This, solution, Dr. Bernays says, 
is stronger with lime than the city supply. 

The fish were left in the solution and in 


the hydrant water over night, without ap- 


parent results. 

Monday morning the lime solutions were 
remade, using water drawn from the 
hyrants instead of tire distilled water. Sevy- 
eral hours in these solutions had no ap- 
parent effect on the fish.
